® In an effort to mitigate some of the impact of the parking area located
on the east side of the lot, staff would suggest the creation of a
landscape screen between the parking lot and adjoining residence.

Based upon the information provided and analysis conducted, staff would

reconmend approval of the applicant's request subject to the creation of a
landscape screen and conformance with critical area requirements.
